Frozen Corpse of Sailor Hangs Head 


Downward in Rigging While Cap- 
tain and Others of Crew Are Saved 


by Breaches Buoy. 


Highland Light, Mass., Dec. 12.— 


Four of the 20 members of the crew 
of the BoMen fishing schooner Fish 
Hawk lost their lives after deserting 
tbsir vessel, v/hich had struck and 
<was pounding heavily on Peaked HO 
bars at the north end of Cape Cod. 
Five others, including Captain Ely, 
•who followed their four companions 
over the side, had a sev-ere slxJiour 
tussle agatast a freezing soa and gale 
in a small (lory, but managed to reach 
Provincetown harbor. The deaths and 
•uttering would have been avoided 
fcad all stayed by fchelr vessel, wMch 
tad a miraculous escape, and 
four 


hours later was safely anchored in 
Provlncetown harbor. 


Norfolk, Va., Dec. 12.—The three- 


masted schooner Montana, from Balti- 
more for Charleston, S. C., stranded 
near Pea Island, N. C., life saving 
teras, during a northerly gale. With- 
in 20 minutes after the vessel stranded 
•he -was awash so that the crew, con- 
•llting of Captain Booya and six men, 
•w«re forced to take to the rigging, 
where they remained until 2 p. m., 
rwi»n aix of the seven men were res- 
cued by life savers. 


One man, Henry Edwards, was 


frozen to death and was lashed in the 
Tiggine in such a manner that he 
could not be reached and his body 
is «tlll aboard the ship hanging in the 
rigging head downward.

member of the crew was almost 
froien to death -by exposure and ex- 
haustion when he was rescued by the 
members of the life saving craws, but 
probably -will recover, although his 
condition is very serious.
